A LIFE SENTENCE. 


Thia morning at a tew minutes past 7 


o'clock the jury in the trial of Jack 
Faunce for the murder of Mat McKinleyj 
filed into the circuit court room and 
handed their verdict to Judge Hughes, 
who had come over from the St. Nicholas 
Hotel before breakfast to receive it. The 
verdiot was as follows: 


DECATUB, ILL., Nov. 6, "89—We, the 


jury, find the defendant guilty, and fix 
his punishment at imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for life.

H. Beall,fcreman; the other jurymen 


were John L. Elkine, William Beall, 
George Culberteon, Howard Glassford, J. 
F. Trimmer, Frank Martin, William 
Highly, Alonzo Duvall, Thomas Gabriel, 
Aaron Dillinger and W. O. Rich. 


Judge Hughes read the verdict in tan 


presence of ttm defendant, who had been 
brought over from the jail handcuffed by 
Constable McWhinney and Joe Msmzy. 
The prisoner sat at the entrance ta tho 
bar on the east side, and near him wa?) 
his brother, Cash Faunce. 
The only 


lawyer present was State's Attorney Mills 
neither of the attoineys for the defense- 
being present. The jury stood up in HOP 
as thp verdict was read, and when UH 
court had finished reading the finding of 
the jury, the gentlemen retired, and the 
prisoner was taken baok to jail) by the 
officers who had brought him over. 


Faunce turned pale on hearing the ver- 


dict and his eyes blinked noticeably. He 
did not have anything to say, but ou the 
way to the jail he expressed himself, tak- 
ing occasion to ridicule the trial and 
justice. Such is probably tho feeling of 
all convicted criminals. 


HOW THE JOKY VOTED. 


The court, held a brief session last 


evening, and submitted the instructions, 
about ten for the People and three for 
the defense. 
The jury retired ot 8 


o'clock, and at 4:30 this morning the 
agreement on the degree of punishment 
wan reached. The first ballot wiss 10 for 
conviction; 2 non-committal. The sec- 
ond ballot, 12 for conviction; third bullot 
to fix the punishment, 5 for life sentence 
7 for hanging; fourth ballot, 10 for lite, 
2 for hanging; fifth aud last ballot, 12 
for the life sentence. 


It appears that two of the jurymen at 


the start were inslined to give weight to 
the evidence of Mrs. McGoodwin and her 
grand-daughter, who had testified that 
Mrs. Oliphant, the eye-witness, was at 
the McQoodwins the night of the shoot- 
ing; but after further consideration they 
were brought to agree with the ten jury- 
men that the old lady and the girl were 
mistaken as to the dsite, and that the 
great weight of evidence was in support 
of the etory of Mrs. Oliphant and against 
the prisoner. 


Public sentiment has been in favor of 


the extreme penalty, in case the jury was 
satisfied of the guilt of tho prisoner; ac- 
quittal if there was ground for reasona- 
ble doubt. A corapromiso verdict was 
not expected nor desired. 


The attorneys for the defense have en- 


tered a motion for a ue% trial. There is 
but little doubt but that the motion will 
be overruled, and then Judge Hughes 
will pass sentence on the verdict. 


Jack Fannce will be I>0 years old next 


February. 


This is the ; fourth murder case Judge 


Hughes has tried in Macon county, and 
in each case the defendant was convicted. 
The first was the fiend who threw a baby 
into the iBangamon river and got 21 
years; George Boyd for the murder of 
Dick Williams, who got 5 years; W. E. 
Westbrook, for the murder of William 
Gross, 12 years; and now Jack Faunce 
for life.

While the wife is away at work 
John takes possession of the house anc 
puts the children out of doors to hustle 
the best they can. They have heretofore 
found refuge in the home of a neighbor 
Yesterday when Mrs. Grubb went home 
she found her husband again the sole 
occupant, and so she came to Curtis to 
get out a peace warrant for his arrest 
Over 
a year ago Grubb was before 


Justice Curtis for abusing his family 
The justice was inclined to be lenient 
with him, and just before passing judg- 
ment asked the prisoner if he was permit- 
ted to depart would he go home and 
behave himself, or kill his wife? He an- 
swered: "I'll kill her," and thereupon the 
Justice gave Grubb a year in tho county 
jail. lie got out in .less than 12 months 
aud htts been behaving himself until 
recently.

case together with the instructions sub- 
mitted by the court at 730 o'clock last 
night: 


When the last witness had been ex- 


amined, Judge Hughes announced that he 
would allow each side three hours in 
which to make their arguments, and at 
10-35 I. R. Milla arose to speak for the 
state. When Mr. Mills began his address 
he spoke in a tone of voice only a trifle 
louder than that of ordin ry conversa- 
tion. 
He stood facing the jury. 
His 


hands were clasped behind him. He 
opened by saying that he had during all 
the trial seen in the faces of the jurors 
that which prompted him to believe that 
the jurors were filled only with a desire 
to learn the truth and ren.kr justice ac- 
cordingly. 
He referred to the speech 


Burres had made in opening the case, and 
scored Burres for what he termed unpro- 
fessional conduct, when he (the state's at- 
torney) was charged with offering a re- 
ward to a witness who would testify m 
behalf 
of 
the 
state. 
He felt con- 


fident that nothing in the case sus- 
tained this allegation. 
From that time 


he devoted himself to a review of the 
evidence of the case. 
His summary was 


clear and concise, following the story of 
the night's occurrences from the time 
Mrs. 
Griffith and Mrs. Smith appeared at 


Meyer & Plumer's until McKmley was 
killed, and the connection of each wit- 
ness with the case. 
After dinner Mr. 


Mills spoke for half an hour and then 
gave way to 


K. A. BROWS, 


who commenced by saying that one of 
the most prominent characteristics of the 
western people-and the residents of 
Illinois are western people—was fair play. 
He said that the defendant had had at no 
time fair play. The counsel for the de- 
fense had been refused admission to the 
coroner's inquest, and had been refused 
the notes of that inquest until the case 
came to trial. He scored Marshal Mason 
vigorously for bis efforts 
to convict 


Faunce, and declared that the officer was 
over zealous. He then reviewed the evi- 
dence and declared that not a little of the 
testimony for the defense was that of per- 
jured 
witnesses. 
The 
testimony of 


Brewer was denounced as unworthy of 
belief. 
Lizzie Terry was mistaken; the 


person who ran from the alley as seen by 
Tucker was a messenger going for Dr. 
lleil. Mrs. Hommond was certainly not 
such a witness as would be accredited to 
1 he extent that a man should be con- 
victed on her testimony. 
Brown spftTe 


for an hour and forty minutes and was 
complimented by his friends for his ef- 
fort 
The heavy guns of the defense 


were reserved for Mrs. Oliphant, and

fired these guns for an hour and a half, 
payinsr especial attention to the "fiend in 


others deliberately ind "J"u 
state's attorney arid he had d«ed the de- 
fense to the proofs of the whereabouts of 
Faunce between 8:45 that evening 
and the time of the shooting. It was not 
forthcoming. 
He then pictured the 


character of Faunce as he declared the 
prosecution knew it to be—a confessed 
burglar and intimate associate of notorious 
prostitutes. On this state of affairs the 
state relied for conviction. They ex- 
pected it.

Kinley was cowardly and unprovoked, a 
heinous crime without one palliatinR cir- 
cumstance having be«n shown, they ex- 
pected the punishment to be fixed accord- 
ingly. 


A 8THOPSIB OP THE 1HSTHOCTIOHS. 


The court instructed the jury that mur- 


der is the unlawful killing of a human 
being, with malice aforethought, either 
expressed or implied. 


The court instructs the jury that who- 


ever is guilty of murder shall suffer the 
penalty of death, or imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for life, or a term not less than 
fourteen years. 
The jury shall fix the 


punishment in their verdict. 


Where the defense sets up an alibi as a 


defense the burden of the proof is upon 
the defendant to prove thia by a prepon- 
derance of the evidence—that is, by the 
greater and superior evidence.

spoke an hour for the state. He scored 
Burred for speaking of McKinley in such 
feeling terms in the presence of the fam- 
ily of the murdered man, when in his 
opening address he had made such de- 
rogatory remarks as to the character of 
the deceased. 
In the couise of his 


speech Mills paid a compliment to I. D. 
Walker and F. A. Brown for their earnest 
work in behalf of Faunce. 
The abuse 


heaped on Marshal Mason was because 
that officer was honest and capable. _ He 
v as feared by the Macon county criminals 
more than any other officer in the county, 
and had sent more of them to jail than 
any other officer. 
Mr Mills declared he 


had no interest in the case further than a 
desire to perform his sworn duty as 
state's attorney. Faunce had been ar- 
rested and put behind the bars before he 
(Mills) knew the ^rime had been com- 
mitted. The defense had depended on 
nn alibi, and had stated that the case 
would hinge oa a question of time. If 
that was true, there was no question as 
to the guilt of Faunce. The attempt to 
place Faunce at Oakland Park at the time 
of the shooting Iwd failed. In proving 
an uhbi the burden of the proof was on 
tbe defense. 
Competent and reliable 


testimony hud shown that Faunce was in 
the heart of the city fifteen or twenty 
minutes before the shooting occurred. 
This was shown by the testimony of C. 
M Caldwcll, by Stanton Fields, by John 
Brewer and others. The witnesses for 
the defense had destroyed all hope of an 
alibi. 
Miss O'Oorman and Bloom testi- 


fied that they waited en the square in the 
street car for seven or eight minutes after 
Faunce had left the car, and that it was 
four minutes after they left the square 
until they reached Miss 
O'Gorman's 


boarding house on East Main street. 
They testified that when they crossed 
Franklin street at East Main everything 
in that neighborhood was quiet and no 
one was running to the place where the 
shooting happened. This was proof 
that Faunce was here before the shooting 
occurred. Fnunce himself was the only 
one who contradicted material points in 
the evidence presented by the state, and 
if Faunce was believed, then the testi- 
mony of every witness for the state and 
many for the defense would go for 
naught, for Faunce contradicted them 
all. 
If he told the truth all the others 


lied. The material points stood unim- 
peached sxcept by the defendant him- 
self. 
He contradicted his own witnesses, 


O'Gorman and Bloom, as to when he 
came in from the park; Clyde Durham 
and Belle Etheridge as to meeting them 
on Cheap Charley's corner; he contra 
dieted Warren, the bartender. Sells and 
Smith as to who first told him of the 
killing and of their conversations that 
evening.

contradicted Ca'.dwell, 


Fields and Warren, the street car man, 
as to the time the car came in; he contra- 
dicted Brewer, as to being seen on the 
water plug; Lizzie Terry as to seeing her; 
Mrs. Oliphant as to meeting her on the 
evening of the 
shooting, and as to 


being at her house to see a girl who one 
time lived there; he contradicted Marshal 
Mason, at a Wthcers Miller and Imboden 
as to conversations held, in fact, Faunce's 
story WBJ R contradiction of all other tes- 
timony. On the other hand, the wit- 
nesses for the state supported and cor- 
roborated each other. 
Giblin corrobor- 


ated Brewer; the stories told by Soils, 
Warren (the bartender) and Smith were 
corroborative; Tucker 
seeing Faunce 


come from the alley on South State street 
supported the story told by Mrs. Oliphaut 
that Faunce ran east through the alley; 
Price and Osborn supported the woman's 
story to the effect that she w*nt west on 
Wood street immediately after the shoot- 
ing ; Massey corroborated her story as to 
the time she got home, and as to her go- 
ing to the depot; Ann Hommond also 
saw her on roe return trip from the de- 
pot. There was no conflict in the testi- 
mony K Officers Miller and Imboden, 
though Faunce denied what they said. 
It was shown by Walter Simpson and 
Mike Cavanaugh that Faunce had a re- 
volver, and the statement that the de- 
fendant had threatened McKinley was 
contradicted by the accused only. t^i 
Faunce alone told the truth and ,

meuts out of court concerning any of the 
material matters, materially different and 
at variance with his testimony in court, 
then this tends to impeach either the rec- 
ollection or the truthfulness of the wit- 
ness, and the jury should consider these 
facts in estimating the weight which 
ought to be given to his testimony. 


The court instructs the jury that you 


are the judge of the credibility of a wit- 
ness, and of the weight to be attached to 
his testimomy; you are not bound to take 
the testimony of any witness as true, if you 
are 
satisfied from facts and circum- 


stances of the trial that such witness is 
mistaken or his testimony is untrue or un- 
reliable. The jury are authorized to con- 
sider the relationship of the witness to 
the defendant, their 
demeanor while 


testifying, their apparent 
intelligence, 


and means of information. 


The court instructs the jury that cir- 


cumstantial evidence is legal and compe- 
tent in criminal cases, and if it is of such 
a character as to exclude every reasonable 
hypothesis, other than that the defendant 
is guilty, it is entitled to the same weight 
as direct testimony. 
The cotrt further 


instructs the jury that what is meant by 
circumstantial evidence is the proof of 
such facts and circumstances connected 
with or surrounding the commission of 
the crime charged, as tend to show the 
guilt or innocence of the parties chnrgtd; 
and if these facts and circumstances are 
sufficient to satisfy the jury of the guilt 
of the defendant, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, then such svidence is sufficent to 
authorize the jury in finding a verdict of 
guilty. 


The law presumes the defendant inno- 


cent until proven guilty beyond a reason- 
able doubt. A reasonable doubt within 
the meaning of the law is such a doubt as 
would cause a reasonable, prudent and 
considerate man, in the graver and more1 
important affairs in life, to pause and' 
hesitate before acting upon the truth of 
the matter charged or alleged. 
But no 


doubt is a reasonable doubt, in the esti- 
mation of the law, which originates from 
any other consideration than that of the 
insufficiency of the evidence to produce 
the conclusion of guilt. If the evidence 
is believed by the jury to be the truth, 
and guilt is shown by the evidence, then 
there is no room for reasonable doubt, 
and none can exist; and the jury in such 
case can only discharge its duty by ren- 
dering a verdict of guilty. 


That while it is true that the jury can- 


not convict upon the bare probability of 
guilt, -yet the law does not require in the 
mind of the jury that absolute certainty 
of the existence of guilt which is pro- 
duced by knowledge of the fact from 
personal observation. 
That which the 


law does require is the satisfactory cos- 
elusion in the mind, produced by a fair 
consideration of all the evidence in the 
case, that the defendant is guilty as 
charged in the indictment, and when the 
evidence is such as to have that effect 
upon the mind it is the duty of the jury 
to convict. 


The court instructs the jury, as a mat- 


ter of law, in this state the accused is 
permitted to testify in his own behalf; 
that when he does so testify he at once 
becomes the same as any other witness, 
and his credibility is to be tested by and 
subjected to the same tests as are legally 
applied to any other witness; and in de- 
termining the degree of credibility that 
shall be accorded to his testimony, the 
jury have a right to take into considera- 
tion the fact that he is interested in the 
result of this prosecution, as well as his 
demeanor and conduct on the witness 
stand and during the trial; and the jury 
are to take into consideration the fact, if 
such is the fact, that he has been contra- 
dicted by other witnesses. 
And the 


court further instructs the jury, that if, 
after considering all the evidence in this 
case, they find that the accused has wil- 
fully and corruptly testified falsely to 
any fact material to the issue in this 
cause, they have the right to entirely 
disregard his testimony, excepting in so 
far as his testimony is corroborated by 
other credible evidence.
